The  deaths  are  classified  under  the  headings  given  in  the  New 
Abridged  List  of  Causes,  as  used  in  England  and  Wales  and 
Northern  Ireland.,  as  set  out  on  Page  XXXIX  of  the  Manual  of  the 
International  List  of  Causes  of  Deatns  -  1938* 
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The  following  comments  are  offered  concerning  the  number 
and  age  distribution  of  deaths  during  1946  as  recorded  in  the 
table  cn  the  -previous  page. 

Three  deaths  occurred  on  the  first  day  of  life

These  nine  deaths  of  infants  before  one  year  of  age  were 
associated  with  Prematurity,  Congenital  Malformations  or 
Birth  Injury  and  could,  from  birth,  be  regarded  as  inevitable, 
v/ith  the  exception  of  the  eldest  child,  and  here  the  cause  was 
related  to  incorrect  feeding. 

The  four  deaths  of  children  aged  2  years,  3  years,  7  years 
and  1-g-  years  were  from  progressive  disease,  with  the  exception 
of  the  1-g-  year  old  child  whose  Broncho-Pneumonia  might  be 
related  to  its  very  poor  housing  conditions. 

The  remaining  deaths  in  the  nonage  were  of  two  young  ladies 
aged  19  years,  one  cause  being  Infective  Jaundice  and  the  other 
Tetanus  introduced  through  a  finger  injury. 

Only  four  other  deaths  occurred  before  age  40  years,  being 
ladies  aged  24  and  29  years  (Pulmonary  Tuberculosis),  a  lady 
aged  28  years  (Cancer)  and  a  male  aged  34  years  (Road  Accident). 

Of  the  total  149  there  were  103  (69%)  at  age  65  years  or 
over,  the  numbers  of  these  in  each  decade  being: -

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA, 

(a.)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES,  The  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Cambridge  continued  to  provide  these  facilities 
throughout  1946. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.  Red  Cross  Society  Ambulances  for 
general  cases,  Newmarket  R.D.C.  Ambulance  for  infectious  cases, 
and  the  County  Council  Ambulance  for  Scabies  Cases,  were  available 
in  1946  and  dealt  promptly  with  all  calls  made  upon  them. 

(c)  NURSING-  IN  THE  HOME.  This  work  was  carried  on  by  nurses  of  the 
local  Nursing  Associations  residing  in  the  villages  of  Brandon, 
Icklingham,  Mildenhall,  Lakenheath,  and  Moulton,  whilst  some 
parishes  on  the  periphery  were  served  by  the  nurse  residing  at 
Barrow. 

(d)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.  )  These  continued  as  in  the

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA* 

1,  (i);  WATER.  There  are  six  piped  supply  schemes  in  the  Rural 
District,  of  which  three  are  owned  by  the  Rural  District  Council 
(Mildenhall,  Moulton  and  Brandon),  one  by  the  Forestry  Commission 
(Santon  Downham),  one  by  the  (non-statutory)  Higham  Supply  Co., Ltd., 
and  one  privately  (Elveden). 

The  schemes  consist  of  wells  and  boreholes,  storage 
tenlur  and  distributing  mains.  They  serve  1,969  houses  (representing 
54#  of  the  houses  in  the  area)  with  a  tap  supply  -  there  are  only 
2  standpipes  in  the  District,  one  at  Freckenham  and  one  at  Moulton, 
which  together  serve  some  20  houses. 

Considering  the  faifcly  comprehensive  system  of  mains  in 
the  Rural  District  the  figures  of  houses  served  are  disappointingly 

low,  but  the  war  interfered  with  the  process  of  connecting  up,  as 
two  of  the  Rural  District  schemes  were  not  completed  until  1939/9* 

During  1946  there  were  120  new  connections  to  the  piped  mains  made 
and  this  resulted  in  138  houses  obtaining  a  water  tap  supply. 

Early  in  January  1946  consent  was  received  from  the 
Minister  to  go  forward  with  the  Sedge  Fen  and  West  Row  Fen  extension 
schemes,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  that  of  Sedge  Fen  (for 
approximately  50  houses)  was  nearing  completion,  when  the  West  Row 

Fen  (for  approximately  40  houses)  was  to  follow  immediately* 

Our  Consultant  Engineers’  (Messrs.  Wilcox.  &  Simpson)  plans  for 
extensions  to  make  the  piped  water  supplies  comprehensive  in  the 
District  were  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Minister  during  the 
year. 

The  average  daily  output  during  December  1946  from  the 
Mildenhall  (Eriswell  Pumping  Station)  was  118,000  gallons, 

Moulton  34,000  gallons  and  Brandon  65,000  gallons. 

All  20  samples  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination 
from  the  Council’s  supplies  during  the  year  were  satisfactory. 

Of  the  16  samples  taken  from  privately  owned  sources  only  3  were 
satisfactory,  3  being  classified  as  suspicious  and  10  unsatisfactory. 
Warning  notices  to  boil  all  water  before  use  were  given  where 
necessary,  and  3  of  the  proved  unsatisfactory  supplies  were 
replaced  by  a  supply  from  the  Council’s  Mains. 
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(ii)  DRAINAGE^  AND  SEWERAGE.  A  Ministry  of  Health  enquiry 
into  the  proposed  sewerage  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Brandon  was 
held  in  February  1946,  and  in  September  consent  was  giv^n  to  go 
to  tender o  Three  tenders  only  were  received  and  sent  forward  to 
the  Minister  for  consideration.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  acquire 
the  land  required  for  the  sewerage  works. 

Preliminary  plans  for  Sewerage  Schemes  for  Mildenhall  and 
Lakenheath  are  prepared,  but,  owing  to  the  price  difficulty, 
have  not  yet  been  sent  to  the  Minister  as  already  it  has  been 
decided  to  postpone  for  18  months,  on  the  grounds  of  excessive 
cost,  the  scheme  for  Brandon.  In  the  meantime  difficulties 
are  continually  arising  in  connection  with  the  disposal  of  wasta 
water.  New  drains  and  cesspools  have  been  constructed  in  connection 
with  40  premises,  but  as  recorded  in  the  previous  section, 

138  houses  have  received  a  piped  water  supply. 


Of  the  300  cesspools  in  the  area  which  are  cleared  by  the 
Council’s  Mechanical  Cesspool  Emptier,  as  and  when  required, 

421  were  cleared  during  1946.  Of  this  number  139  were  dealt  with 
free  of  charge  under  the  Council’s  Scheme. 


2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  The  works  of  the  Drainage  Boards  have  from 
an  agricultural  point  of  view,  andin  many  cases,  from  a 
bacteriological  standard,  improved  the  condition  of  rivers  and 
streams  in  the  area,  but  it  was  still  considered  very  necessary  to 
repeat  warnings  previously  given  as  to  the  risks  attendant  upon 
the  use  of  various  popular  places  for  swimming. 

The  provision  of  public  swimming  baths,  especially  for  the  youth 
of  the  district,  is  a  project  recognised  as  highly  desirable, 
although  not  for  immediate  fruition. 

3.  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATIONc  A  weekly  clearance  of  pail  closets 
was  continued  in  the  parishes  of  Mildenhall,  Brannon  and  Lakenheal.,., 
where  the  numbers  dealt  with  were  200,  430  and  210  houses 
respectively,  a  total  of  ^40  houses.  A  further  710  houses  have 

at  various  times  since  the  Council  acquired  facilities  in  1941 
made  use  of  the  Council’s  Cesspool  Emptier.  There  remains  out  of 
the  3*638  inhabited  houses  in  the  district,  2,088  (57%)  houses 
where  the  inhabitants  make  their  own  arrangements  for  the  disposal 
of  pail  closet  contents  and  in  a  small  percentage  of  vault  closet 
contents,  whilst  a  few,  who  have  not  used  the  Council’s  Scheme 
since  1941,  apparently  rely  upon  leaking  cesspools. 

It  v/ould  be  a  great  convenience,  and  possibly  a  valuable  public 
health  measure  if  these  services  could  be  much  wider  available,  or 
if  sewerage  schemes  could  be  completed. 

During  the  year  5  earth  closets  and  1  vault  closet  were 
converted  to  the  water  carriage  system;  in  addition,  30  new 
additional  water  closets  and  3  earth  closets  were  constructed. 


(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  Although  a  few  isolated  houses  in  the 
Fens  are  excluded,  one  can  say  that  for  practical  purposes  every 
house  in  the  District  enjoys  the  refuse  collection  service  which 
is  afforded  weekly  in  Mildenhall,  Brandon  and  Lakenheath,  and 
monthly  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  District,  The  Council, 
consequent  on  voluntary  arrangements  having  ceased,  have  taken 
over  the  collection  of  waste  paper  -  comparative  figures  of  tonage 
in  the  area  during  the  last  4  years  are  as  follows

During  the  year  91  inspections  were 
made  and  as  a  result  an  office  was  provided  with  a  sanitary 
convenience . 

(v)  CAMPING  SITES.  46  inspections  were  made  of  camping  sites, 
of  which  there  are  14  in  the  district.  No  action  was  found 
necessary. 

(vi)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT .  No  action  necessary. 

(vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS.  There  are  no  publicly  owned 
swimming  baths  in  the  District  -  the  desirability  of  providing 
such  facilities  has  already  received  comment. 

(viii)  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS.  9  privately  owned  dwelling 
houses  were  disinfected  by  the  use  of  "Lawvecide"  applied  by  spray 
by  the  Council’s  officer. 

(ix)  RAT  DESTRUCTION.  The  Council  adopted  the  Ministry  of  Food’s 
scheme  for  rat  destruction  whereby  the  Ministry  pay  60%  of  the  cost 
the  Council  bears  the  remaining  40%  and  rat  destruction  is  carried 
out  in  private  dwellings  free  of  cost  to  the  householder. 

798  bodies  were  found  after  the  Council’s  operatbr.  had  laid 
poison  bait,  but  from  the  amount  of  bait  ta^en  it  is  estimated  that 
the  actual  kill  was  some  7*000  rats. 

4.  SCHOOLS.  Nine  inspections  were  paid  to  schools.  A  piped  water 
supply  from  the  Council’s  Mains  was  obtained  for  the  school  and 
school  house  at  Dalham,
